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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, Nomura et al. (US 6,421,192) discloses the claimed bayonet 
coupling with the exception of wherein the plurality of bayonet lugs includes at least one 
second bayonet lug for which no associated insertion opening is formed on the one of 
the inner ring-shaped member and the outer ring-shaped member which includes the 
annular groove; wherein the plurality of insertion openings, the plurality of first bayonet 
lugs and the second bayonet lug are shaped so that the second bayonet lug is 
insertable into the annular grove with axes of the outer ring-shaped member and the 
inner ring-shaped member being inclined to each other, and so that the plurality of first 
bayonet lugs are insertable into the annular groove through the plurality of insertion 
openings, respectively, after the second bayonet lug is inserted into the annular groove. 

There is no teaching or suggestion, absent the applicants' own disclosure, for 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
bayonet coupling as disclosed by Nomura et al. to have the above mentioned elemental 
features.
